G.S.R. 210(E).—Whereas by section 79 of the North-Eastern Areas (ReorULnisa- 
Vct, 1971 (81 of 1971), the Central Government is empowered, by Order, to make 
adaptations and modifications of any law In relation to the Union territory of 
Mizoram, as may be necessary or expedient for the purpose of facilitating the 
application of such law in relation to that Union territory; 

Now, therefore. In exercise of the powers conferred by the said section 79, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely: — 

’’HE NORTH-EASTERN AREAS (REORGANISATION) (MIZORAM) ADAPTATION 

OF LAWS ORDER, 1072. 

1. (1) This Order may be called the North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) 
(Mizoram) Adaptation of Laws Order, 1972. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 21st day of January, 

1972. 

2. 0) In this Order, "appointed day” means the 21st day of January, 1972. 

(2) The General Clauses Act, 1897. applies for the interpretation of this Order 
ns It applies for the interpretation of a Central Act, 
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3. As from the appointed day. the rule* mentioned in the Schedule to this Order 
shall, until altered, repealed or amended by a competent authority, have effect 
subject to the adaptations and modifications directed by the Schedule. 

4. Whenever an expression mentioned in column 1 of the Table below occurs 
(otherwise than in a preamble) in any of the Rules mentioned in the Schedule to 
this Order, then, In the application of such Rules to the Union territory of Mizoram, 
or, as the case may be, to any part thereof, unless that expression Is "by this Order 
expressly directed to be otherwise adapted or modified, or unless the context other¬ 
wise requires, there shall be substituted therefor the expression set opposite to it 
in column 2 of the said Table, and there shall also be made In any sentence In 
which that expression occurs, such consequential amendments as the rules of 
grammar may require
